Premier Bennett has expressed alarm and grave 
concern over what he termed the Ottawa-Quebec im¬ 
migration pact. 

in a statement issued Friday, Bennett commented 


for the first time on the agreement reached earlier this 
week by Ottawa and Quebec which gives that province 
the right to assign its own officers to the Canadian dip¬ 
lomatic missions board for immigration purposes. 

“Immigration is the constitutional responsibility of 
the government of Canada,” Bennett said. “One of the 
privileges which a resident of Canada has is to move 
freely throughout the country and to take up residence 
anywhere he wishes within the country. 


"That being the case, why should one province — 
Quebec — have the right to be involved in immigration? 

"It is special status of the worst kind and I under¬ 
stand the document has all the trappings of a formal 
treaty between two sovereign states. It is an unprece¬ 
dented action and undermines our federal system which 
is designed to treat all provinces and the federal govern¬ 
ment as equal partners.”

Ukraine Greets Trudeaus 




KIEV <CP» Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau inet briefly 
Friday with leaders of the 
Ukrainian Republic, but kept 
official functions to a mini¬ 
mum to si>end as much time 
as possible sightseeing in this 
beautiful city of 1.6 million 
with his wife Margaret. 

Thousands ol Ukrainians 
lined the streets waving Rus¬ 
sian and Canadian flags as 
the Trudeaus toured the

A motorcade of 50 cars 
snaked along through the 
crowds behind Trudeau and 
his wife, who travelled in 
separate limousines amid 
tight security precautions.

Everest Defeats Torn Expedition 


KATMANDU. Nepal <AP> 
An international expedition 
as given up an attempt to 
:ale Mount Everest from its 
^conquered southwest face 
fter three months of discord, 
lness and death, bad 
Gather and lack of supplies, 
desperate last-minute effort 
y a Japanese climber to 
pen a supply route failed. 

A message received by the 
i epalese foreign minister 
Viday said the two British 
Umbitra in the lead wera 


exhausted, though apparently 
well after getting to a point 
1,828 feet from the '29,028-foot 
summit, the world's highest. 

The decision to abandon the 
expedition was taken by 
James Roberts of Britain, the 
head of the expedition. 

"We do not want to take the 
risk of anybody’s life to get to 
the top," he said from his 
base camp. 

Two other Himalayan ex¬ 
peditions were reported aban¬ 
doned Friday A Japanese 


team gave up efforts to scale 
the 24.130-foot Gangapurna 
Peak, while an 11-man South 
Korean team was forced by 
bad weather to end their 
assault on *the summit of 
27.500-foot south jieak of 
Uiotse, known as Lhotse 
Shar. 

A radio message from the 
Everest assault team led by 
Don Whiliana and Douglas 
Hasten blamed the abandon¬ 
ment on "lack of supplies of 
oxygen, food and rope.” It 


said two Sherpa guides carry¬ 
ing fresh supplies to the two 
lead climbers failed to reach 
them and that a desperate, 
last-minute attempt by one of 
two Japanese climbers below 
them also failed. 

Neomi Vemura, the mes¬ 
sage said, lugged four 
c y linders of badly-needed 
oxygen to within 200 feet of 
WhilUn* and Haston in two 
separate, but abortive tries to 
aid them. In both attempts. 
Lemur*, who reached the 


summit last year with a 
Japanese expedition, per¬ 
formed the task without using 
any of the oxygen himself, the 
message added. 

Although the summit could 
not be reached, an expedition 
spokesman said, Whillans and 
Haston had reached 27,200 
feet, a record for the treach¬ 
erous southwest face.

OTTAWA (CPI — A special 
report to the Canadian trans¬ 
port commission has urged a 
"policy of Canadianization" in 
coastal shipping. 

The report, tabled in the 
Commons Friday by Trans¬ 
port Minister Don Jamieson, 
would require Canadian-flag 
vessels to handle all coastal 
shipping in Fast Coast and 
Great Lakes areas where 
foreign competition is per¬ 
mitted now.

between B.C. jjorts by foreign- 
flag vessels.) 

The 236-p age document, 
prepared by consultant H. J. 
Darling, also calls for exten¬ 
sion of the definition of 
coastal shipping to include 
other forms of marine activ- 
ily.

First Aid for Shock 


By O. C. THOSTESON, MD 

Hear Dr. Thoateson: In 

some accidents, the after- 
math of shock is a contribut¬ 
ing cause of death. Would you 
explain how a layman can 
determine shock, and what he 
might do to help the victim 
until professional help ar¬ 
rives?—V.S. 

Shock is serious. It may be 
more than a "contributing 
cause." It can, in fact, be 
fatal. 

But It is also a condition 
which a layman cannot be 
expected to diagnose, nor can 
he give specific treatment for 
it. 

He can, however, suspect it 
and give aj>propriate first 
aid. 

There are various causes of 
shock other than accidents, 
hut in accidents shock occurs 
from extensive bleeding (in- 
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ternal or external), extreme 
pain, head injury, or sheer 
fright — or some combination 
of them. 

The victim is dazed, his 
skin pale and moist, pulse 
rapid and very weak and 
thready. Blood pressure is 
low, but this cannot be 
determined without Instru¬ 
ments. 

There isn’t very much to do 
in the way of first aid, but 
what there is can he im¬ 


portant. Keep the patient 
lying flat. Keep his head 
down; even elevate feet and 
legs a bit. 

Keep him warm with a 
blanket, jacket, or anything 
that's available. 

Do not try to give him 
anything to drink. 

If his breathing is impaired, 
his tongue may have fallen 
back. Gently roll his head to 
one side. 

Do not try to move him 
except to get him to safety 
from some real hazard; i.e., 
fire, moving traffic, etc. 

If you must move him at 
all, do it gently, but be 
careful to keep him flat. 
Obviously, professional help 
should be summoned as soon 
as possible; the earlier treat¬ 
ment for shock begins, the 
better the prospects.

Japan Would Finance 
SST Prototype Plan

WAsSHINGTON - William 
Magruder. director of the 
sup ersonie transport pro¬ 
gram. said Friday a Japanese 
trading company had made a 
new offer to finance comple¬ 
tion of two prototypes of the 
1,800-mi le-an-hour commercial 
airliner. 

Magruder said a represen¬ 
tative of the Ataka Company 
called him Friday morning 
and offered to try to raise the 
5500 million or more neces¬ 
sary to revive the program 
which congress refused to 
finance any longer. 

Magruder told reporters lhe 
company would act as a 
broker, raising money from 
auch Japanese giants as the 
Mitsubishi companies. 

Work on the prototypes 
would continue at the Boeing 
Co., the prime contractor, and 


General Electric, which was 
developing the engine for the 
aborted plane. 

When the program moved 
into the production stage, 
some of the parts would be 
manufactured in Japan, 
Magruder said. 

Shortly after congress first 
rejected the American SST 
program last March, Ataka 
oflered to send a trade 
mission to Washington to 
discuss financing. But, 
Magruder said, the Japanese 
ministry of trade told Ataka 
to withdraw that offer. 

"Apparently the Japanese 
government had second 
thoughts,” he said, in view of 
the new Ataka offer. 

Magruder said he urged the 
company to contact the state 
department and outline its 
proposal to Boeing and Gen¬ 
eral Electric.

The Buffalo Evening News, 
in a copyrighted story by gay 
Hill, said Byron Nichols, 28. 
and Allan McGee, 22, told

Schroeder that they and an 
unnamed third party raided 
the commune in the Orleans 
Gamty town of Kendall on 
Dec. 27, 1%9. and shot and 
wounded one of the residents. 

Schroeder said Friday that 
a federal grand jury would lie 


empaneled next week to in¬ 
vestigate the charges 

Nichols, described by the 
news as a "tough undercover 
agent for many police agen¬ 
cies,” and McGee, owner of a 
logging business, said they 
were instructed by a member 
of the Genesee County sher¬ 
iff’s department to chase the 
hippies out of neighboring 
Orleans County and told "if 
you kill one, kill them all and 
then bum the house down." 

The two said they and their 
companion wore slit pillow 
cases over their heads during 
the raid while a fourth man 
waited in a car. They said 
they broke into the house 
during a blinding snowstorm 
and shot Michael Hackett, 25. 
in both legs when he tried to 
escape up a staircase.

OTTAWA (CP) — 
One-upmanship between 
Ottawa and Quebec is 
banned under an immig¬ 
ration agreement-treaty, 
the opposition calls it— 
signed by the two govern¬ 
ments Tuesday. 

The agreement gives 
Quebec the right to set up two- 
room, two-person offices 
within federal immigration 
offices abroad so that the 
province's advantages can be 
presented to prospective im¬ 
migrants by a Quebec orient¬ 
ation officer. 

The 10-page entente at one 
point says: 

"The furnishing and equip¬ 
ping of the space allocated to 
the Quebec party shall be its | 
responsibility, but shall be 
neither inferior nor superior 
in quality to the standards 
established by the govern¬ 
ment of Canada, taking into 
account the rank of the 
occupant." 

In short, all carpets will be 
equal. 

In the agreement, Ottawa is 
known as the Federal party 
and the province as the 
Quebec party. The protocol is 
as replete with hereinbefores 
and hereinafter as interna¬ 
tional pacts. 

Some other points in the 
agreement: 

• "The space placed at 
the disposal of the Quebec 
party shall comprise two 
rooms, preferably adjoining, 
and identified only by tl»e 
inscription: 'Agent d'orienta- 
tion du gouvemement du 
Quebec.’ " 

• "Neither the personnel 
of the Federal party nor the 
jiersonnol of the Quebec 
party shall have access to, or 
make use of. information 
instructions intended for the 
exclusive use of the jiersonnel 
of the other party." 

• Pers »nnel of the Quchci 
department of immigration 
shall in their private conduct 
and in their professional nr 
social activities conform to 
the standards governing the 
conduct and activities of the 
federal personnel of the mis¬ 
sion." 

• "If a member of the 
Quebec personnel fails to 
comply with these standards, 
the head of mission may 
intervene, and his decision, 
which can be appealed to the 
two parties to the agreement, 
will be enforced in the 
interim." 

Immigration Minister Otto 
Lang told the Commons 
Wednesday that other prov¬ 
inces can get the same 
treatment as Quebec. 

Which raises the possibility 
of 10 twik-room provincial 
offices within federal 
migration offices abroad. 

The Ottawa-Quebec agree¬ 
ment sets exit that after an 
applicant is accepted for 
entry to Canada by the 
federal visa officer he can be 
steered in the direction of the 
Quebec orientation officer. 

But to which provincial 
orientation officer does the 
federal visa officer steer the 
would-be immigrant If all 
provinces have offices within 
the federal offices? 

The opposition kept asking 
Commons question* this 
week about the necessity of 
any Ottawa-Quebec immigra¬ 
tion agreement at all.

D RAMATIC DISCLOSURE of “a declaration of 
intent” by the United States and Soviet 
Russia to limit defensive missiles and some 
offensive weapons — all belonging to the nuclear 
arsenals of these nations — will stimulate' hope 
around the world that humanity can preserve its 
sanity and thereby its future. 

There have been so many disappointments in 
the past, it is little wonder that everyone watched 
the meetings of the Americans and Russians at the 
strategic arms limitation talks with something less 
than optimism. In large part people were skeptical 
or frankly despairing of any triumph of reasons. 
And perceptive Canadians were among this latter 
category for they appreciated what would he the 
result of another fa.iure for the world and this 
country in particular. 

A stalemate as Helsinki — or wherever the 
fina) S.A.L.T. conference took place — would 
increase the probability of an eventual nuclear 
war, some might say the inevitability of such a 
suicidal collision. 

Lack of agreement or the acceptance of the 
heavy anti-ballistic missile as an essential in 
defence would have brought immediate pressures 
on Canada to Accept deployment of these weapon*, 
on her soil, which would have placed the country in 
the position of a priority target. 

In the event of wider deployment of ABMs, It 
was predicted, there would be an immediate 
acceleration of manned bomber programs, and 
■ Canada would have been invited, if not required, to 
increase its expenditure on air defence, put more 
interceptors on the line, contribute to an airborne 
warning and control system and "overthe- 
f horizon” radar installations. 

A breakdown at S.A.L.T. would have quickly 
affected the climate of East West relations with 
wholly unpredictable consequences and, if there 
were any suggestion the United States was at fault, 
would have chilled relatioas between Canada and 
her neighbor. Confusion and distrust would have 
multiplied the ominous differences. 

Colin S. Gray, well-known Canadian commenta¬ 


tor, writes: "Canadians may be spectators of 
S.A.L.T., but they are spectators with a vital Int¬ 
erest in the outcome of the game.” 

There are still formidable problems, obviously. 
A declaration of intent Is really little more than a 
repetition of a pledge of good intentions. But there 
is at least a definite target for the negotiators: 
they are to decide which offensive weapons are to 
be limited and by how much, and how to restrict 
anti-ballistic missiles and their ancillary radar. 

Success in any area will encourage agreement 
in others. 

This calls to mind the complementary problem 
of i-eduction of am.jd foives. Progress at S.A.L.T. 
will unquestionably make it easier fo discuss with 
less mistrust than otherwise the gradual and 
balanced scaling down of North Atlantic Treaty 
and Moscow Pact armies. 

First 1-eonid Brezhnev, probably the most 
powerful man in Russia as Communist Party chief, 
and now Premier Alexei Kosygin In talks with 
Canada's visiting prime minister have urged cuts 
in armed forces. Without the evidence of a 
willingness to compromise shown at S.A.L.T. the 
world, and the United States In particular, would 
have been doubtful of the Soviet leaders’ sincerity. 
Their suggestions seemed to have been aimed at 
dividing the NATO allies, encouraging countries 
like Canada to further diminish their contribution 
to the West. 

At the same time, and for much the same 
rpason, nations '•■•’re inclined to look askance at the 
proposal for a European security conference. It 
was argued, with some justice, that if indeed the 
Russians wanted to see agreement with the west on 
such fundamental issues as disarmament and 
security it would have made a better impression by 
unilaterally reducing its overwhelmingly numerous 
Warsaw Pact armies deployed along the German 
frontier. 

Such a Soviet decision would still be more 
encouraging than any amount of words. 

But I he general tenor of Russian diplomacy 
now seems to sound more credible. The signs might 
be said lo be auspicious for real rapproachement. 


World Trade Changing 


A S DETAILS of the negotiations between Britain 
and the European Common Market become 
public, it seems that New Zealand may turn out to 
be the worst hit of the Commonwealth countries 
when Britain makes its entry into the Continental 
alliance. 

Mr. Geoffrey Rippon, the British government's 
negotiator, reported this week in the House of 
Commons that about 90 per cent of all Britain’s 
purchases from outside the enlarged community 
would still enter the country tariff free. 

With the exception of tea and sugar from the 
under- developed independent Commonwealt h 
countries, the import of most foodstuffs to Britain 
is going to be subject to community control. As 
New Zealand’s export trade is almost exclusively in 
the form of food, the prospects for that country’s 
external trade must be a source of considerable 
worry to the people of that country. 

Canada will, of coui-se, suffer as well, but not 
to the same degree. 


Mr. Rippon has listed 12 industrial products 
on which Britain has successfully reached 
agreement with the ECM members that will not be 
allowed to cost more to the British importer than it 
does at present. 

These include phosphorous, silicone carbide, 
plywood, wood pulp, newsprint, ferro chrome, ferro 
silicone, aluminum, lead and zinc. 

Of these, newsprint, wood pulp, plywood, 
aluminum lead and zinc are important to Canada, 
and the prospect that the enlarged ECM may open 
new trading channels to Canadian producers of 
these items would appear to take some of the 
sting out of Britain’s new alliance. 

It is, however, different with New Zealand and 
perhaps Australia, and it must be clear to those 
countries that their association with the other 
countries of the Pacific Basin should be further 
strengthened and developed as an alternative for 
'possible loss of trade in Europe. 


At 70 He Could Win Atlantic Race 
With a Challenge Well Remembered

I N Nicaragua they have 
a name for Sir Fran¬ 
cis Chichester—el Lobo 
del Mar. Jt means the 
1 Wolf of the Sea. When 
early in May the old wolf 
returned home after an 
18,581-mile prowl around 
the Atlantic, his hair was 
still damp and ruffled 
from the violent storm 
which nearly caused him 
to abandon Gipsy Moth 
V 800 miles from home, 
but he could still muster 
a lupine smile when I 
asked him whether he 
might enter the 57-foot 
ketch for next year’s Ob¬ 
server single-handed 
Trans - Atlantic r a <• e. 
“Well, you know, I like 
, a bit of spoil,” he said. 

★ ★ * 

If he enter* the race and 
I ahull he very surprised if he 
does not he will he a 
serious threat to all the 
younger men. For the ap¬ 
proach of his 70th birthday in 
no way diminishes his enorm¬ 
ous competitive spirit. And he 
certainly knows the capabili¬ 
ties of Gipsy Moth V. “She 
was launched in June last 
! year, and I have sailed her 
' 23,000 miles since," he says. 

• "You’re bound to get to know 
your boat in that time." 

There is another reason 
why Chichester is likely to be 
on the atarting list for June 
1 17, 1972. When he won the 
first Observer race 11 years 
ago, a reporter from an 
English newspaper said to 
him: "You're now an old man 
, of fiO. Why do you carry on 
doing things like this?" It is 
• not exactly the most tactful 
i thing to say to such a man. 
Chichester’s response i s 
typical. "I said to him: ’Look 
here, when I'm 70 I'll race 
you across the Altantie single- 
handed.' Of course we were 


only joking, but. . . ." And he 
smiled again. That Sir Fran¬ 
cis remembers this episode 
just now, when the talk is 
about next year’s trans- 
Atlantic race, by which time 
he will be 70, seems to have 
some significance. 

The old saik»r was remark¬ 
ably spry when he arrived in 
Plymouth, particularly if you 
rymember that just a week 
before he was packing 
emergency rations, checking 
his inflatable dinghy and 
fixing an SOS position prepa¬ 
ratory to abandoning ship. 

With 500 miles of the run 
home from the Azores to' 
Plymouth completed he ran 
Into a vicious storm which 
lasted three days and knocked 
Gibsey Moth V down three 
times in as many hours. Each 
time the vessel was flung 
from the crest of one huge 
roller down into the tnwgh 
before the next one. crashing 
her against a solid wall of 
water and pitched her over 
more than 90 degrees from 
the vertical. 

* + * 

. Her storm-jib -- the only 
sail she was carrying was 
shredded. The mizzen staysail 
was ripped apart, while still 
furled on the boom. One 
Irresistible roller slammed 
over the boat end yanked a 
stainless steel stanchion out of 
the deck, leaving a hole about 
four inches arounjt through 
which the sea swirled like 
rainwater down a gutter. 

Gipsy Moth V started to fill 
rapidly. The once-pristine 
Interior — Sir Francis had 
made a special effort to get 
her clean, tidy and shining 
before he left the Azores — 
was now a shambles of 
aoggy stores and paper, slosh¬ 
ing about in water up to the 
knees. Bottles had smashed, 
there was not a whole egg in 


the boat, suitcases packed 
with clothes had burst open 
and pitched their contents 
into the swill. 

The water-level was rising, 
the storm raged on in the 
black night outside, and Sir 
Francis was nursing a leg 
which had crashed against the 
base of the mizzen mast when 
he was pitched about the 
cabin along with all the other 
contents, 

A ★ ★ 

"It's difficult to know 
exactly what happened," he 
told me an hour after he 
landed. "I was (tinned up 
against the roof of the cabin 
by centrifugal force as the 
boat flew through the air. I 
can remember looking down 
at the bilges and thinking 
they looked a long way away. 
Then when I fell back to the 
floor I was stunned and 
started to lose consciousness. 
But I crawled into my bunk 
and recovered. I was very 
lucky indeed." 

Sir Francis thought the keel 
holts had been loosened by 
the force of the storm, and 
that was where the water was 
coming In. It meant there 
was little hope of keeping 
Gipsy Moth V afloat. So he 
prepared to abandon ship. But 
he kept bailing nevertheless. 
None of his three pumps was 
working, so he baled out with 
a two-gallon bucket — 361 
times. He is the kind of man 
who keeps a tally of such 
things. % 

"You cannot Imagine the 
tremendous excitement when 
I found I had dropped the 
level a bit." he said. "My 
God, that was a great 
moment. I wasn't relishing 
turning out in the Atlantic in 
this thing." and he pointed to 
the diminutive pack on the 
foredeck which holds the life¬ 
saving dinghy. 


As we walked around the 
boat in the sharp sunlight, Sir 
Francis talked incessantly, 
(jointing out a bent stanchion 
there, a ripped sail here, a 
fungoid mash of sodden flour 
in one cabin, the fragments of 
a broken bottle high on the 
coach roof in another. 

"I’m going on a bit, I’m 
afraid." he said. "But I've 
been pent up for days out 
there having to carry all this. 

I couldn't gpt my radio- 
to|p|>hone going to talk to 
anylsKiy about it.

An Altered Role 

U.S. Now Mid-East’s 


Nervous Negotiator 


T HE line between the 
role of mediator and 
merely helping friend in 
court is a thin one, in¬ 
deed. For all the pro¬ 
testations to the con¬ 
trary, the United States 
has crossed that line and 
now before the world, in 
the aftermath of the 
Rogers - Sisco tour of 
Arabia, is playing the 
part of nervous negotia¬ 
tor. 

This may have been Inevit- 
able in light of the doubtful 
status of the United Nations 
mission of Dr. Gunnar Jarr¬ 
ing. But American prestige is 
on the line, ami failure could 
he a blow. That threat is 
underscored when one learns 
here how very small is the 
advance toward a settlement.

Market Door Opening

PARIS — French President 
Georges Pompidou and Bri¬ 
tish Prime Minister Edward 
Heath proclaimed their 
"complete identity of view" 
Friday on the future working 
and development of the Euro¬ 
pean common market. 

This key phrase in a Joint 
communique issued after 12 
hours of discussion at a two- 
day summit meeting means 
that the remaining problems 
involved in British entry into 
Europe may be resolved by 
the negotiators in the next 
weeks. Britain, in effect, has 
passed President Pompidou’s 
"European test," and satis¬ 
faction at the outcome of 
these meetings was bubbling 
like a bottle of warm cham¬ 
pagne with the cork out. 

In the salon at the Elysee 
Palace where President 
Charles de Gaulle lowered the 
veto on Britain in January, 
1963, Pompidou and Heath 
made a brief appearance 
before some 300 waiting 
journalists, and the French 
president said: 

‘To the Contrary ’ 

’"Many people thought that 
Britain was not and did not 
want to become European, or 
that she wanted to enter the 
common market only to des¬ 
troy it or to divert it from its 
goals. Many also thought that 
France was ready to use all 
pretexts finally to Issue a new 
veto the entry of Britain. 
Well, ladies and gentlemen, 
you see before you this 
evening two men who are 
convinced to the contrary.” 

Heath spoke of the "outi 
standingly warm and friendly 
atmosphere” of the two days 
of talks and said: "Europe 
must grow steadily together 
in unity, and Britain should 
be a part of that wider entity. 
Only by working together can 
we play a full and worthy 
part in the outside world." 

The joint communique 
which the two leaders issued 
furnished the British with 
three essentials which Heath 
needs to complete a success¬ 
ful negotiation and carry 
British entry into the common 
market in Parliament and the 
country.

First, the discussions 
clearly took the heat out of 
I the question of the future’ of

In effect, Heath seems to 
have assured Pompidou com¬ 
pletely that the issues which 
the French raise can and will 
be aolved. He made It clear 
that the British are not 
wedded to maintaining sterl¬ 
ing as a reserve currency, 
and there was a broad 


measure of agreement that 
the question has to be dealt 
with on a European basis 
within the context of the 
whole international monetary 
system. In other words, the 
heat has gone out of the 
issue. 

The next act takes place in 
Luxembourg on June 8, when 
the British negotiators again 
meet with the foreign minis¬ 
ters of the six common 
market countries. The budget 
arrangements and a formula 
for New Zealand imports into 
Britain will be the last big 
hurdles to be cleared. When 
they are out of the way, much 
detail remains but no big 
issues, and it ought to be 
clear sailing all the way.

Injured Inmate Returns to Jail 


A 17-year-old Victorian who 
suffered slight head injuries 
Wednesday evening when 
struck by a fellow inmate at 
the Wilkinson Road provincial 
jail in Saanich was returned 
to the jail Friday following 
treatment at St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

A spokesman for the pro¬ 
vincial director of correctibns 
in Vancouver, and other 
sources, disclosed Thursday 


that Russell Michael Amos 
was struck for "no apparent 
reason” by Norman Edward 
Ramsey, 22. of Port Albemi. 

Another spokesman for the 
same office said Friday that 
Ramsey was under medica¬ 
tion and in confinement at the 
Wilkinson Road jail and would 
be transferred to the River- 
view mental hospital on the 
Lower Mainland after the 
necessary order was passed 


by the B.C. cabinet, probably 
Tuesday. 

He emphasized Ramsey 
was being kept apart from 
others at Wilkinson Road. 

Amos is at the jail on $6,000 
bail pending trial in a higher 
court on a charge of attemp¬ 
ted murder in an incident 
March 4-5 at 643 John involv¬ 
ing Fiona Fay Boucher, 2. 

Ramsey was charged Wed¬ 
nesday with robbery with 


violence that morning in 
downtown Victoria after a 
news vendor was kicked and 
robbed of his cash apron and 
the $11.30 in it. 

The prison attack occurred 
in the jail infirmary, involved 
a small round drainhole cover 
grabbed from the floor and 
was over in less than a 
minute as staff members took 
control.

Premier Bennett had lunch with 31 European 
bankers here Friday and later declared the group 
was unanimously of the opinion that British Col¬ 
umbia is the "first choice” for investment in Can¬ 
ada. 

The group, representing the United Kingdom, 
France, Germany, Belgium, Spain and Italy is tour¬ 
ing the country as guests of the national investment 
firm A. E. Ames.

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Like them or not, end their supporters are not too legion 
outside the province of Quebec, you would have to admit that tt 
can be said for Montreal Canadians that they have to be In 
them for the Stanley Cup playdowna to produce the ultimate in 
drama and interest. 

Interest hit a new peak two years ago when Canadians, 
operating for the first time in 15 seasons without the firm 
guidance of Toe Blake, made Claude Ruel a success as a rookie 
coach. They beat back the Boston Bruins, four games to two, in 
a pulsating semi-final series before going on to a 14th cup 
victory with a second successive sweep over St. Louis Blues. 

Bruins made their expected takeover the following year, 
needing six games to eliminate New York Rangers in the 
quarter-finals but only the minimum of ei?ht to polish off 
Chicago Black Hawks and the Blues. There was much 
appreciation of 1he strength of the Boston club and much to 
marvel a$ in the skills of Bobby Orr but there wasn’t too much 
that was really exciting. Something was missing — the 
Canadlens, failing for the first time since 1948 to be one of the 
National Hockey League playoff clubs. 

It was to be no more than a one-year absence, but not even 
their staunchest supporters could have anticipated the drama 
and excitement, much le^s the result, that their return was to 
bring. 

Not many, if any Stanley Cup pJaydown* have generated the 
Interest of the last one, or matched it for drama. And all 
because of the Canadlens. Until they provided an early hint 
that it might become something special by scoring the last six 
goals to defeat the Bruins, 7-5, and tie the quarter-final series 
at 1-1, this looked like a routine playoff year. There was mild 
speculation about the chances of the Hawks, a few were saying 
they had the feeling that Rangers were about to shed tt)eir 
reputation as playoff patsies and Toronto Maple Leafs, more in 
hope than assurance, were being mentioned as dark horses. But 
this was to be the year of the Bruin. The Boston club had set 
almoet 40 records and about ail that anyone really anticipated 
was a comparatively-e'isy, record-breaking march to a second 
successive cup triumph. 

A- ★ * 

Starting with that almoet unbelieveable second-game 
comeback in Boston, Canadlens didn’t Just steal the show — 
they were the show, and what a one they put on. The script 
wasn’t even a ganje-to-game or a period-to-period thing as 
much as it was Improvised minute by minute and the director 
was charged with Incompetence by a member of a cast whose 
performance ranged from careless ineptness to brilliance. But 
it was always emotional, the suspense was exquisite and not too 
many guessed correctly about the ending. As a matter of fact, 
it is still a bit difficult to believe that it ended the way it did. 

Canadlens played it throughout like shameless hams. 
Against the Bruins, who had beaten them three times on Boston 
ice and twice in Montreal for a 5-1 season's edge, Canadlens 
weren’t content with that 7-5 thing they pulled. After taking a 

2- 1 series lead, they got clobbered, 5-2 end 7-3. That last one 
should have done them In but they romped by 8-3 in the next 
game and then finished the Bruins in Boston. 4-2, after making 
the vaunted champions a gift of the first goal. 

It was more of the same against the Hawks. Canadians lost 
the first two games and were 0-2 trailers in the third before 
getting straightened out to square the series. But It was a 
temporary thing. They were blanked. 2-0, In the fifth game and 
Henri Richard expressed the feelings of quite a number of 
teammates by calling A1 MacNeil an incompetent coach. That 
should have been R but this stormy team wasn’t yet through. 
They gave up the first goal, then blew a 2-1 lead but they tied 
the series with a 4-3 win, and they took the cup after Hawks 
had scored the first two goals in the deciding game. 

In between the Bruins and the Hawks, Canadiens. helped by 
John Ferguson’s disenchantment with MacNeil. managed to 
turn the semi-final against Minnesota North Stars into an 
unexpectedly interesting series. 

★ * * 

Stanley Oup winners always have many stars, and 
Canadiens were no exception. Rookie-goalkeeper Ken Dryden, 
who did win It. and Pete and Frank Mahovllch were serious 
contenders for the Conn Smythe Trophy. Yvan Omrnoyer was 
not far behind and anyone who gave summaries a close look 
discovered that Jacques Lemaire and J. C. Tremblay scored or 
helped set up a surprising number of important goals. And so 
did captain Jean Bellveau, who has seldom made a bigger 
contribution than when he scored the 3-5 and 4-5 goals and set 
up Ferguson for the 6-5 goal in that 7-5 win in Boston. 

But that’s only a partial explanation, and it tends to hide 
the fact ttbnt Oan&4lem in this playoff were often a sputtering 
crew so prone to chasing aimlessly around in their own zone 
that they gave up 63 goals in the 20 games although Dryden 
was a marvellous performer. 

They were outs hot, 296-231. by the Bruins. 226-208 by the 
Hawks and barely beat the lightly-regarded North Stars, 167- 
163. They yielded the first goal in 13 games but instead of the 

3- 10 which would be about normal, they won eight of the 13, 
including the last two games of the Chicago series and the last 
game of the Boston series. 

That was the way it was for Canadiens. Not to he 
compared to predecessors who had given Montreal a hockey 
dynasty, they somehow managed to find what was needed when 
it was needed the most. That enough of that ability was still 
there is because the Canadiens still have players like Richard. 

Richard didn’t win much approval, and deserved none, for 
his "print it’’ blast against MacNeil, but It could be argued that 
the veteran pepper-pot was the most valuable of the Canadiens. 

Richard was the inspirational leader against the Bruins, 
perhaps the only one of the Canadiens who really believed they 
could win. He started the comeback in the 7-5 game and played 
so well In a checking assignment after being moved to right 
wing that the only point for Boston’s top line in the last two 
games was a powerplay goal by Phil Esposito. It came in the 
8-3 sixth game. Richard mat died it 81 seconds later and then 
scored again in the third period. 

And as ill-mannered and ill-considered as it was, who’s to 
say that Richard’s comment on club coaching after the fifth 
game of the final wasn’t the thing that turned It around. The 
fact remains that Canadiens 
came from behind twice in the 
nixth game to tie the aeries and 
overcame an 0-2 deficit to win 
it with Richard supplying the 
tying and winning goals. 

Canadfcem, with age showing 
at key positions and an un¬ 
precedented number of rookie* 
for a Stanley Cup winner, had 
to reach back into their pertPor 
this one. Pride and tradition, 
so great that they even turned 
on Frank Mahovlich from time 
to time, was the difference and 
the satisfying thing about this 
year’s result is that they still 
exist. 


Knudson Takes Lead 
With Saucer Putter 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (AP) — 
Canadian George Knudson, 
using a new-style, flying saucer 
putter, rallied for a 60 and sole 
control of the second-round lead 
in the $125,000 Colonial National 
Invitation Golf Tournament Fri¬ 
day. 

The 33-year-old Toronto resi¬ 
dent, a tour regular for 11 
years, had a 36-hole total of 136, 
four under par, after two rounds 
over the very tough Colonial 
Country Club course, a 7142- 
yard, par-70 layout. 

Knudson, who wears his curly 
hair at mod length, held a one- 
stroke lead over rugged Jack 
Montgomery, a Fort Worth 
native seeking his first profes¬ 
sional victory in six years on 
the tour. 

Montgomery, in the last group 
to tee off under cloudy, threat¬ 
ening skies, had a 69 for 137. 

TREVINO TWO BACK 

Lee Trevino was just two 
strokes behind Knudson. He 
managed a 68 in swirling winds 
that subsided for Knudson and 
Montgomery. 

Tied at 139 were former PGA 
champion Dave Stockton and 
Jerry McGee. McGee had a 68 
and Stockton a 70. 

Defending champion Homero 
Blancas, co-leader with Knudson 
at the end of 18 holes, slipped to 
a 73 for 140. He was tied with 
Ron Cerrudo, Gene LJttler and 
Fred Marti at 72. 

CREDITS PUTTER 

Knudson, winner of seven U.S. 
tour titles, plus four more in the 
Caribbean, credited his new, 
oddly shaped putter and im¬ 
proved health with his strong 
showing. 

The putter head is saucer¬ 
shaped, with a flat area on one 
side, and has been dubbed a 
"potato masher." 

"There’s a sight-line on it that 
helps me line it up much 
better," said Knudson. "I've 
been using it for two weeks 
now, and I've had a lot of 
practice with it — like 40 times 
a day every round last week." 

Knudson, who has won only a 
little more than $9,000 in 12 
tournaments this year, said he 
had been troubled with back 
problems "until about three 


weeks ago. 'Hist’s the first time 
this year I’ve really felt right.’’ 

Knudson took a three-putt one- 
over par on the first hole, saved 
par from a trap on No. 3 and 
then parred around to the 10th 
hole. 

There he was one over par 
again, driving "into the jungle 
on the right," and coming up 
short of the green. 


That put him two over for the 
day, but the slim veteran rolled 
in a 35-foot putt on the 13th, got 
back to par for the day with an 
eight-foot birdie put on 0* 15th 
hole and grabbed the lead when 
he lashed a nine-iron shot 10 
feet from the flag on the final 
hole and made the putt. 

Wilf Homenuik of Winnipeg 
slipped to 74 after an opening 70 
but easily made the cut. South 
African Gary Player, back on 
tour after a month’s visit home, 
bounced back for a par 70 and 
was in a group at 143. 

Billy Casper, returning to 
motion after a three-week layoff 
for treatment of an injured 
back, took a 75 and at 148, Just 
made the cut.

Cucumbers 


Our family it inordinately fond of 
cucumbers, and during the cropping 
season we stuff ourselves with them 
until we have cucumbers almost coming 
out our ears. 

Bowls of sliced cucumbers in vinegar 
adorn our table for every meal except 
breakfast. We cube them in our salads, 
we serve chunky “fingers” of them as 
hors d’oeuvres. nestled in bowls of 
cracked ice along with little green 
onions, celery sticks and radishes, and 
more recently we have been playing 
around with cucumbers in a sour cream 
sauce, made to a recipe given us by a 
Ukrainian reader. 

Cucumbers are hungry feeders and 
need plenty of good stuff in their 
planting site — old rotted manure for 
preference. If you can’t get any of this 
precious commodity, though, you can 
make up a pretty good substitute by 
soaking peat moss in a liquid fertilizer 
solution. Use this enriched peat just as 
you would manure.

In selecting your cucumber site, it is 
wise to remember that these plants 
have a sprawling habit of growth and 
take up quite a bit of room once the 
vines really get going. 

TTiey don’t need all this room right 
away, however, and if you are pressed 
for space, a good plan is to use the 
adjoining rows to gi-ow some early 


vegetables which will be pulled and 
eaten by the time the cucumber vines 
are ready to take over the space. 

For instance, you could use adjacent 
rows for radishes — the little Cherry 
Belle variety is ready to eat in only 23 
days — or for those little white table 
turnips, so delicious when eaten while 
still young and immature, not much 
bigger than golf balls; there are several 
new hybrid Japanese varieties available 
this year. Green onions from onion sets 
are ready for the table in only a few 
weeks, and these, too. are a good choice 
to grow next to the cucumber row. 


Com. also, can be grown in the next 
row to cucumbers. While com won’t be 
pulled up, like radishes and green 
onions when the cucumber vines invade 
their s|>ace. it will at least have put on 
sufficient height to tower over the 
ground-hugging vines. This is a rather 
happy combination, in fact, for the 
ground-covering cucumber vines shade 
the com roots and keep them cool and 
moist while the light shade cast by the 
com makes for tastier cucumbers and 
freedom from bitterness, often caused 
by too much sun. 

The instructions on the seed packet 
will often speak of planting cucumbers 
in “hills.” This doesn't mean mounds of 
soil, as so many novices believe, for the 


term hill refer* simply to Individual 
planting stations. Cucumber seeds are 
not spaced out in a long seed furrow, 
like peas or carrots, but are sown in 
specially prepared growing sites or 
stations. 

A A A 

I space my planting stations two feet 
apart in the row. At each station I dig a 
hole about a foot deep and 18 inches 
across, and a good hig shovelful of old 
rotted manure — or enriched peat moss 
-is dumped in. The hole is filled to the 
top with rich topsoil, and four cucumber 
seeds are sown in each station, the four 
seeds forming a little square four 
inches apart each way. The sown seeds 
are coverd with a hotkap or with a 
large up-ended flower pot to induce 
rapid germination, and are then re¬ 
moved. 

If all four seeds come up, the two 
weakest are pulled up and discarded, 
leaving two strong vines to each station, 
one to be trained each way at right 
angles to the row. 

Never cultivate or hoe around 
cucumber plants, for the roots are 
much too close to the surface for tins 
treatment. Instead, weed by hand, then 
spread a good thick surface mulch of 
straw, sawdust or lawn mowings, 
leaving a little clear space around the 
stems, for these have a tendency to rot 
off at soil level if kept too damp.

Peace Plan Childish 


It was on Oct. 8, 1971, that 
President Nixon ended the 
war in Vietnam. 

Most of the credit, histor¬ 
ians later agreed, must go to 
eight-year-old Billie Bergdorf 
of Hamtrack. S.D. 

Billie had 
met the president during a 
Cub Scout Weenie and Picture- 
Taking Session on the White 
House lawn. With the inno¬ 
cence of a little child, Billie 
asked why Nixon didn’t 
end the war.

“Well, Billie.’’ said the 
president, frowning sincerely 
into the television cameras, 
“as I have said many times. I 
don’t want to be the first 
American president to lose a 
war. But I’m afraid you’re 
too young to understand.” 

“Oh. I understand, sir,” 
said Billie politely. “When I 
dropped the baton in our 
relay sack race, all the other 
kids shouted. ‘Nyah. nyah. 


Billie, you lost it for us!' It 
was awful.”

“Well, it’s not quite like 
that. Billie.'' said the presi¬ 
dent, smiling. “As I said, 
you’re too young to under¬ 
stand.” 

“But you know, sir,’’ said 
Billie, “if you tost the war. I 
wouldn't tease you about it.

“You would?” said the 
president thoughtfully. 

A week later, a Lou Harris 
survey, reportedly commis¬ 
sioned by the White House, 
revealed that 88.2 per cent of 
the public would like the 
president better if he ended 
the war, any w j ay he could. 


Back in Hamtrack, mean¬ 
while, Billie had begun circu¬ 
lating his now famous posi¬ 
tion. It read simply: 

“If the president ends the 
war. I hereby promise never 
to say. ‘Nyah, nyah, Mr. 


Nixon, you lost it for us’.” 

Supporters of Nixon signed 
it witliout question. Doves 
read it several times, 
scratched their heads, finally 
nodded happily and affixed 
their signatures.

Press reports of little 
B illie’s campaign brought 
forth duplicate petitions in 
every city in the land. They 
were circulated b y such 
diverse groups as the Repub¬ 
lican Central Committees and 
the Quakers. 

In three weeks, virtually 
every American had signed. 
The last hold-outs were the 
273 Democratic leaders in 
Congress who were running 
for president. But even they 
bowed to public pressure in 
the end. 

So it was that Nixon ended 
the war, saying he knew he 
could count on every Ameri¬ 
can to keep his word. He 
hoped. And they did. 

Oh. a few superpatriots. 


when tlie president drove by, 
would begin to chant, “Nyah, 
nyah But they were 

immediately drowned out by 
the grateful citizenry. The 
only casualties were three 
Democratic leaders who sput¬ 
tered and died of apoplexy 
while trying to deliver cam¬ 
paign attacks on Nixon. 

The billions saved on Viet¬ 
nam were poured into the 
economy. Inflation and unem¬ 
ployment vanished. A start 
was made on rebuilding the 
cities and cleaning up- pollu¬ 
tion. Needless to say, a 
peaceful and prosperous 
nation re-elected Nixon in a 
landslide.

Ex-Stockbroker 

Forgery, 
Theft 
Net Jail 


VANCOUVER (CP» - John 
Alvin van Luven Jr., was 
sentenced to nine months in 
jail Friday after being con¬ 
victed of three charges of 
forgery and one count of 
theft. 

Van Luven Jr., 25, the son 
of the president of the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange 
and a former stockbroker 
himself, was described by the 
prosecution as being over- 
protected since leaving 
school, and unrepentant. 

Judge W. S. Selbie said he 
believed there would have 
been considerably less press 
coverage if van Luven Jr. 
wan an ordinary citizen. 

"You lived your life with a 
prominent man.” the judge 
said. 

"By your offences, you 
have hurt your father, not 
yourself. 

"As a stockbroker and a 
person in trust, you wiped out 
two accounts. You did it 
deliberately and ingeniously. 

"It is no credit to you that 
persona involved suffered no 
financial Loss. It was your 
employer that made good 
those losses.’’ 

Van Luven Jr. was found 
guilty May 4 of forging a 
5177.50 cheque in the name of 
J. Anderson, a client of th* 
stockbroking firm of Hems- 
worth, Turton and Co. Ltd., 
where he was a junior 
salesman until May. 1970.

Her co-pilot for tlie trans¬ 
oceanic race has logged more 
than 18.000 hours flying time 
and is also an aircraft broker. 

The race is only tlie third 
t r an s-ocean. trans-continent 
race in aviation history and is 
a major event in the pro- 
\ inte's centennial celebra¬ 
tions. Prize money totals 
8175.000 with first place re¬ 
ceiving $50,000. 


Miss Mead emphasized that 
her aircraft has been spe¬ 
cially fitted out for the race 
with added gas tanks and 
special navigational aids. 

“Believe me the seats are 
pushed all tlie way forward,” 
she said, and explained tlie 
cockpit was about as cramped 
as a space capsule. 

Miss Meade explained that, 
the June flight to England 
will be done in easy stages 

“Racing one way will be 
enough,” she laughed. 

The two hope to arrive in 
England about June 13 or 14. 


"This will give ua time to 
have work done on the plane, 
also give us time for a rest 
and a bit of sightseeing before 
the race,” Miss Mead said. 

She also said that she chose 
a Piper Aztec for the race 
because she was “familiar 
with its performance.”

Three Denied Tenure 
Appeal to Nicholson

Three University of 
Victoria faculty mem¬ 
bers, denied tenure by 
the university, have 
taken an apparently un¬ 
precedented step in ap¬ 
pealing their cases to the 
university's Visitor, Lieu¬ 
tenant - Governor John 
Nicholson. 

But no one seems to know 
exactly what that step will 
mean. 

Tlie three, assistant English 
professor Dr. William Goede. 
assistant chemistry professor 
Dr. Tikam Jain, and philos- 
phy lecturer J. P. Graff, 
disclosed Friday they had 
filed separate appeals to 
Nicholson in his role of 
Visitor of B.C.'s three uni¬ 
versities. 

Gar Dixon, secretary to tlie 
lieutenant-governor. said in 
an interview Friday mglii 
Nicholson had returned only 
Friday evening from a trip to 
Vancouver, and he was not 
sure if the lieutenant-governm 
even knew of the appeals to 
his office. As far as he knew 
Nicholson had not taken any 
action on them, he said 

Dixon said that he could not 
remember a case in which 
Nicholson hud been called 
upon to act in his position of 
Visitor, which is a traditional 
one. 

The lieutenant-governor is 
named in the Universities Act 
of 1963 as Visitor to the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia. tlie University of Victoria 
and Simon Fraser University 

The Universities Act says 
‘ The Lieutenant-ttovemor is 
the Visitor of each University, 
with authority to do all those 
acta which pertain to Visi¬ 
tors.” 

Nowhere In the act does it 
delineate those duties more 
specifically.

‘We looked up the act 
about Visitors a few years 
ago,” Dixon said, “but it 
wasn’t very clear- as to what 
his powers were.

Nichol¬ 
son attends convocations of 
the universities each year and 
other important occasions. 

Three dictionaries consulted 
by the Colonist gave the 
following definitions of a 
Visitor; 

• "A person of high rank 
or eminence serving as the 
court of last appeal for a 
university” — Webster* New 
International, third edition. 

• “One who visits, offi¬ 
cially for the [Hirfiose of 
inspection or supervision, in 
order to prevent or remove 
abuses or irregularities"

University of Victoria in¬ 
formation officer Floyd Fau- 
clough pointed out that it was 
unusual for tlie lieutenant- 
governor to become involved 
in any controversies.

"You look at all these ugly 
little service stations and. 
right away, you start cursing 
the oil companies for letting 
this sort of thing go on.” 

University of British 
Columbia geography professor 
Dr. R. J. Claus looked out of 
his lintel window, and pointed 
ai a messy-looking gas station 
not more than 500 feet down 
the road. 

"The trouble is, people take 
it tor granted that it's the oil 
companies’ fault. They don’t 
ask why, they just assume it 
must be big business that is 
out to destroy the environ¬ 
ment.” he said. 

“Let me tell you. it’s bad 
planning and totally outmoded 
bylaws that are responsible 
fur tlie proliferation of gaso¬ 
line service stations, and not 
flu* oil companies.” 

Claus was in Victoria to 
s|ieak to tlie national conven¬ 
tion of tlie Appraisal Institute 
of Canada. 

The eenice station prob¬ 
lem. he told die Colonist 
Friday, was brought about by 
governments which had re¬ 
fused. and are still refusing, 
to establish a dialogue with 
business 

"The very lirst thing we 
should acknowledge is that 
the oil companies want to 
create a good environment 
lust like the guy who buys 
their gasoline.” Clau* said 


What qualifies him to make 
such sweeping statements? 

Claus is probably Canada's 
chief authority on gasoline 
retailing as it affects muni¬ 
cipalities and, in turn, is 
affected by municipal plan¬ 
ning. 

For years, Claus has con¬ 
ducted extensive research in 
this field; he has had tlie 
assistance of every major oil 
company and is just begin¬ 
ning to get help from muni¬ 
cipalities. 

At the outset of his 
research tlie companies, he 
■aid, were extremely reluc¬ 
tant, in some cases almost 
hostile, towards his work. 

Much of the data he 
required from the oil com¬ 
panies, he said, was classified 
information such as exact 
earnings and detailed sales 
figures for their retail oiftleta. 

“Eventually, they began to 
trust me. I was able io 
convince them that 1 wasn't 
just another academic Uxiking 
tor information under the 
disguise of doing research, 
and then selling out to tlie 
competition,” Claus said. 

The most striking aspect of 
all hia research into the 
gasoline retail market, Claus 
said, is that oil companies 
have good intentions. They 
want to contribute to a viable 
evnironment. but gel dis¬ 
couraged by outmoded 
bylaws 

"The bylaw doesn't tell

CLUBS Canadian Investment Key

“Give me a child until 
the age of 7 and I will 
! make him mine for life.” 

• The Women's Christian 
Temperance Union is seeking 
*youth to carry on their 
[campaign against liquor and 
.drug abuse. 

If you don’t work with 
•children until they are that 
‘age. you’ll lose them,” Mrs. 
*11. P. Mohr of Port Albemi 
'told the WCTU conference 
‘this week in Victoria. 

' "This is the time to educate 
them. You women are dying 
off. Jin a few years, there will 
he no more WCTU. 

"If we expect to survive, 
we must have children” in 
the temperance ranks. Mrs. 
Mohr said. 

Temperance Legion 

Mrs. Mohr is in charge of a 
Loyal Temperance Legion in 
Port Albemi which has 21 
members. She reported that 
the average attendance is 15 
to 17 children. 

"Our goal for 1971 is to 
reach more children, so we 
can teach (hem," she said, 
and the mothers who bring 
their children to the meeting 
also often become interested 
and .join the WCTU. 

The Little White Ribboners 
section of the union is devoted 
to enrolling a baby and 


mother. The mother promises 
not to give or allow the child 
to take any intoxicating drink. 

The union resolutions for 
the year include one support¬ 
ing "the urgent need for the 
federal government to resist 
all pressure to legalize the 
possession, cultivation, i m- 
[xstation or traffic in mari¬ 
juana." 

Liquor Laws 

The women will also protest 
any liberalization of Sunday 
liquor laws and opening of 
licenced premises on civic 
holidays or elections. 

The union further resolved 
that protests against liber¬ 
alization of abortion laws 
would be registered. 

Gaude Brousson, a social 
w orker from Family and 
Children's Service, told the 
WCTU members that many 
forces are opposing the 
strengthening of the family 
unit, including: 

• "The illusion that we’re 
a child-caring, child-oriented” 
society. "That is not neces¬ 
sarily the case," he said. 

Child-Oriented 

Although toys, television 
and education seem to point 
to children. "I wonder if these 
things aren't oriented toward 
big business” and monetary 
interests. It's not what's hest 
for the children but what 
sells, he said. 


• We value fulfillment of 
the individual.” Society ex¬ 
pects all will achieve personal 
satisfaction, and the emphasis' 
is on the individual, so many 
feel if marriage doesn't pro¬ 
vide satisfaction, why stay, he 
said. 

• The importance of social 
and economic advancement is 
another factor. A family may 
work two jobs with parents 
saying they are "doing it for 
the children,” but in reality 
the family becomes second to 
economics,” Brousson said. 

• While "we v a lue 
chastity, we surround children 
with a sexually stimulating 
environment." 

Family Distress 

He said these are some of 
the things that make it 
difficult for young people to 
find themselyes. 

The Family and Children's 
Service offers help in cases 
where a child is not well, 
can't find peace in the home 
or where the family Is not 
leading a temperate life 
when the "family is in 
distress." 

In many cases, young 
jieople who have run away 
from home and are bumming 
are "really children who ait* 
hurting psychologically and 
emotionally. Their families 
have failed, society has 
failed.” he said.

More aggressive investment 
by Canadians in their own 
natural resources is the key 
to development of the Cana¬ 
dian economy and particu¬ 
larly the development of the 
north, a Victoria banker told 
the University Women’s Club 
this week. 

John Baines, manager of 
the main office of the Bank of 
Montreal in Victoria, told the 
club’s annual meeting that 
Canada had tremendous re¬ 
source potential and oppor¬ 
tunity, but also had many 
economic problems to solve. 

These included high wages, 
high prices, high unemploy¬ 
ment and high interest rates, 
he said. 

He explained that because 
65 per cent of B.C.’s products 
are exported to other 
countries, it was very impor¬ 
tant that the prices and 
quality of her exports l>e 
competitive with those of 
other countries. 

At the moment the prov¬ 
ince’s "price performance" 
mast Improve to make her 
more competitive. Baines 
said. 

He added that wage parity 
with American workers was 
not economically possible for 
B.C. workers until their pro¬ 
ductivity was also on a par. 

In order to improve the 
economy, as well as B.C.’s 
price performance, her Con¬ 
sumer performance and pro¬ 
ductivity must Improve,

the lower classes there was a 
gradual but steady fall in l.Q. 
from a birth weight of 9 1 * 
pounds down. 

Workers at the units are 
developing a theory that in 
the upper classes, birth 
weight is not associated with 
social influences, while in 
lower classes, birth weight 
may indicate poor standards 
of nutrition and material 


deprivations affecting tbe 
child. The report in Medical 
News-Tribune went on: 

’’While severe subnormality 
was evenly distributed across 
social classes, a massive 
clustering of children with 
mild subnormality was found 
in the lower social classes 
Mental subnormality of all 
degrees was 10 times as 
frequent as in the non-manual 
section of the population.

Many behavioral specialists 
feel that the way a baby Ls 
fed moy determine his emo¬ 
tional makeup in later life 
whether he will become an 
anxious, insecure individual 
or a calm, emotionally 
mature adult. 

Surely many other factors 
contribute to emotional health 
in infancy. But often a baby’s 
best start in life gurgles in 
with the milk he enjoys in the 
snug warmth of a parent’s 
arms. 

Since a baby’s first need is 
for oral satisfaction, the way 
that need is fulfilled domin¬ 
ates his early social experi¬ 
ence The pudgy, full-blown 
cheeks of the newborn, with 
their powerful sucking 
muscles, signal the baby’s 
need to receive oral gratifica¬ 
tion 

Somethin)! (wood 

When he is ted in the 
comfort and cozy security ol 
bis mother’s arms, lie gains a 
lot more than just a full 
tummy. He receives his first 
real knowledge that the world 
has something g*)od to give 
him after all that trauma of 
birth. 

Just consider his point of 
v iew When he was thrust out 
of the womb, he had to leave 
an agreeable private apart¬ 
ment where the nutriment 
was constant, the tempera- 
ture ciaitrolled. and the living 


eflortless. And he was never 
alone. 

Any chance or purposeful 
contortion put him in immedi¬ 
ate contact with his mother. 
Protected and sustained, he 
developed under her heart- 
f>cat. fed constantly by her 
nourishment. 

Five Sense* 

Now, at birth, the surround¬ 
ing temperature drops. Sud¬ 
denly. the newborn has to go 
to work. He has to breathe 
for himself. He has to rough, 
blink, eliminate and be bom¬ 
barded however dimly at 
first by his five senses. 

Mother is gone. 

At birth, afier hLs mouth is 
cleared of mucous and he 
ingests his first gulp of 
earth’s air, lie is bathed, 
swaddled in cotton clothing — 
an unknown incumbrance 
and put into a padded bassin¬ 
ette But thus isn’t mother 

Later. u|x»n examination by 
the physician, the newborn 
finds that the stethoscope is 
cold, sudden noise is loud, and 
light may l>e painfully bright. 
At 21 houiTs after birth, he 
can utilize both eyes; at 50 
hours he can respond to 
smells, and already prefers 
sweeter-tasting breast milk to 
formula.

”In the womb, he had it 
constantly. That’s why it’s so 
important — and I can’t 
stress it enough — that a 
mother take the time to hold 
her baby when she feeds him. 
That’s the most natural time 
for her to give him the love 
and affection that he needs. 

"Whether the infant is breast 
or bottle fed — tlie source of 


the milk is least important 
that tiny girl or boy knows 
that the mother is there. 

”Yes, the baby needs the 
satisfaction of sucking and 
the lessening of hunger pains 
as his stomach fills, but he. 
needs the cuddling and the 
snuggling that go along with 
it. That infant needs to smell, 
to feel, to sense the mother’s 
body as she holds him. 

"Some of the most conclus¬ 
ive exi>eriments in baby feed¬ 
ing were those done by 
Harlow with baby monkeys,” 
says Griffin. 

The experiments, now con¬

The older the wire-mother-fed 
infants became, the more 
they hugged the cloth 
mommy. 


Both surrogate mothers 
were equipped with nursing 
bottles attached to the upper 
thoracic region of their cylin¬ 
drical, armless and legless 
bodies. Both the cloth and 
wire mothers were kept 
warm by internal heat lamps;

TTie five-day annual meet¬ 
ing had for its theme, Gar¬ 
bage and Grace. 

"This doesn't sound very 
dignified," reported Rod 
Booth, news director of the 
conference, "but it does get 
at something very funda¬ 
mental: that there is a lot of 
both in all of us, and further 
that one man’s garbage can 
he another man’s grace and 
vice versa." 

"We dispensed with that 
usual bulwark of everybody's 
conferences — the guest 
speaker." Booth added. 

"What we were after was to 
let the conference be a 
conferring rather than a 
process of the knowledgeable 
few talking at the natives." 

One whole day was spent In 
small groups discussing five 
key Issues which congrega¬ 
tions had identified as being 
of top priority: 

• The tension between 
those who feel the church 
ought to get out there and 
mix it up in the world, and 
those who feel its real job is 
to teach personal faith.

(Or Is God on the side 
of Tom Campbell and Alex 
Bandy?) 

• What will the shape of 
the church of tomorrow be 
and what kind of leaders will 
it require’

the meeting were: 

• Rev. Ivan Cumming, 
now past president of Confer¬ 
ence and director of the 
church’s Naramata Centre 
where the meeting was held. 
He is the only United Church¬ 
man to he nominated to 
become an Anglican bishop. A 
group of Anglican laymen and 
clergy in Kootenay Diocese 
nominated him to succeed 
Bishop Ted Scott, who was 
elected Primate of the Angli¬ 
can Church in Canada last 
January at Niagara Falls. 

• The new president, Bob 
Morris of First United. He 
has pioneered many social 
service ventures in Victoria; 
he is an author and has been 
a Christian education field 
secretary in B.C. as well as 
spending several years in 
church headquarters In 
Toronto. 

• Dr. Garth Legge, as 
associate secretary of the 
Board of World Mission, was 
in Zambia during that coun¬ 
try’s struggle for indepen¬ 
dence. He is author of the 


controversial Black Paper on 
an alternative policy for 
Canada towards South Africa. 
A strong advocate of turning 
over control to the national 
I>eoples he is regarded as one 
of the most articulate policy 
makers i n the Canadian 
church. 

• Dennis Grey-Grant, a 
Roman Catholic layman, who 
<»wns a public relations firm. 
Item and raised in Victoria, 
he now lives in West Point 
Grey. He is ex-RCAF, a 
friend of John Diefenbaker 
and of the Jericho hostel 
inhabitants. 

• Norman Wolfe, former 
campus paper editor, onetime 
night clerk in Vancouver skid, 
row hotel, a moving spirit of 
YIP (Youth Information Pro¬ 
ject) a dropin centre in CastJe- 
gar, Crisis Centre volunteer, 
Conservative party worker and 
student radical. 

• Jim Strathdee of Los 
Angeles, free spirit, song¬ 
writer. He is responsible for 
music in a multi-racial inner- 
city church in downtown Los 
Angeles.

The 
church still stands and is in 
use at the corner of Lyall and 
Admirals. 

60 
years later to the day. a cast 
of 90 men, women and 
children will present a 
pageant showing the early 
years in the life of the 
church. 

The pageant, ai 8 p.m. May 
31, will be a tribute to that 
first group of people. 

”lt will be historical hut in 
a light-hearted way." said 
Mrs. J. R. Owens, one of the 
organizers, this week. 

Highlight of the pageant 
will he a tableau duplicating a 
photograph, shown here, of 
thp Adult Bible Class, taken 
in the spring of 1913 when the 
class, under the leadership of 
Noah Shakespeare, won two 
comjietitive banners for the 
year in the Victoria district 
federation for having an 
average weekly attendance of 
35 adults. The class gathered 
on the church steps for the 
photograph. 

Church members have been 
chosen to represent the 1913 
class and each one is doing 
his or her best to duplicate 
the dress of the day. 

An old-fashioned Sunday 
school concert will be part of 
the pageant. Church minutes 
record a benefit concert was 
presented "to aid in the 
support of the widovO and 
family of Seaman Maundy of 
HMCS Rainbow.”

Quit Picks Third To Pic Arms Pact This Year? 


PORT MORESBY, New 
Guinea (UPI) — Reports 
reaching Port Moresby said 
Friday the native cargo cult 
has chosen a third victim for 
human sacrifice In hopes it 
will bring to them the .white 
man's cargo for which they 
have waited in vain. 

The third victim was l>e- 
lieved to be a cult leader who 
received a vision that he must 
spill his blood on Mount Turu 
to unlock the cargo. Another 


cult leader, Yeliwan Matthias, 
and a young boy yet to be 
named, are also to be sacri¬ 
ficed. 

Thousands of natives were 
retried flocking toward the 
4.000 toot mountain near 
Wewak, on New Guinea's 
north coast, to witness the 
sacrifices. The sacrifices are 
to l>e performed near a 
concrete survey marker on 
top of the mountain. 

Yeliwan and 20 of his 


followers were jailed la.it 
year for cargo cult activities. 
While in prison he said he 
saw a vision of his ancestors 
living on Mount Turu. He said 
the vision showed him the 
white man's cargo beneath 
the marker and that the 
sacrifices will release them to 
their rightful owners — the 
villagers. 

The cargo cult is found in 
New. Guinea and througlwut 
the islands of Melanesia. 


Members believe that spiri¬ 
tual agents will in some 
future date divert tremendous 
stores of the most sought- 
after manufactured wealth 
into the hands of the mem¬ 
bers. , * 
in recent years some parti¬ 
cipants have built airstrips 
and immense warehouses to 
receive the expected cargo. 
The Encyclopedia Brittanica 
reports one version of the 
central myth is that God has 


been labelling crates for 
products with the addresses 
of * Melanesians but that 
avaricious Europeans have 
intercepted the ships and 
altered the addresses. 

The a d m inistration of 
Papua-New Guinea has so far 
taken no direct action to 
stamp out the spreading 
movement. A s[>okesman said 
today "we have taken 
countermeasures’’ but did not 
elaborate.

ing offensive strategic wea|»- 
ons, a major U.S. demand. 

The president said this 
represented "a commitment 
by the leaders at the highesi 
level in both countries to 
weak toward limitation ttf! 
nuclear arms, both In offeh- 
sive and defensive areas, artd; 
to work toward an agreement 
in this field to be imple¬ 
mented some time this year.”-

He won the club 
opening, ruffed a club and led a spade. West did the best 
he could when he went in with the ace and played the aoe 
and another diamond. 

Charlie ruffed his own winning diamond, ruffed a 
club, and reentered dummy b/ ruffing his last diamond. 
Another club ruff followed then came a spade to the king 
and a spade ruff. 

Charlie's last three cards were the A-J-10 of trumps 
and West's were the K-Q-6. A smile of |>ure mastery 
played on Charlie’s lips as he exited with the jack of 
trumps, holding West to one trump trick.

German Measles Shots Given Free 


Vaccination Program 
Prevents Epidemic 


A massive vaccination pro¬ 
gram last fall haa '•definite¬ 
ly” prevented an epidemic 
of German measles among 
Victoria pre-school and ele¬ 
mentary school children this 
spring, Greater Victoria 
Metropolitan Board of 
Health's senior medical 
officer said Friday. 

Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread said 
in an interview the number of 
cases of German measles 
( also known as rubella) in the 
junior and senior high schools 
in the area' indicated that 
without the immunization 
program, there would have 
been a "massive epidemic” 
among younger children. 

The fall program, which 
caused some controversy at 
its inception, eventually pro¬ 
vided free vaccine to all 
children between the ages of 
one and 12 in the Greater 
Victoria area, but not to high 
school and junior high stu¬ 
dents, who are generally over 
12 .

As a result, he said, no 
cases of rubella have been 
reported among pre-school 
and elementary school chil¬ 
dren, but "more than a few” 
have been reported in junior 
and senior high schools. 

There was no epidemic of 
the disease in the high 
schools, he said, but in some 
schools as many as 15 per 
cent of the students were 
away with the disease. 

In one school, he noted, 150 
students had been absent at 
once, though all of them did 
not necessarily have rubella. 
However, it was known many 
of them were suffering from 
the disease. 

Whitbread urged all 
teachers who might be In 
their first three months of 
pregnancy, and who had been 
exposed to the disease, to 
visit their doctors. These 
should have tests to deter¬ 
mine whether they were 
carrying the rubella virus, he 
said. Their doctors could then 
advise them what to do. 

He also suggested that 
mothers of pre-school children 
who had not been vaccinated 
in the fall should take them to 
the Well Baby Clinic at 1947 
Cook, sponsored by the health 
board, and have them pro¬ 
tected against the disease

mally h mild disease — the 
symptoms usually being some 
fever and a rash for a few 
days. II 

However, when a pregnant i 
woman contracts the disease, 
it can cause her chile! to be 
born deformed. Twelve cases 
of such deformed infants were 
recorded in B.C. in 1970. 

Purpose of the immuniza- I 
tion program was to reduce 
the pool of the rubella virus 
in the community to lessen 
the chance of pregnant I 
women being ex'posed to it.

BOUCHETTE, Que. (CP) — 
Two more cases of typhoid 
fever have been confirmed by 
doctors i n this Gatineau 
valley village of 300 and five 
other Bouchette residents suf¬ 
fering from symptoms of the 
disease have been admitted to 
hospitals in nearby Hull and 
Maniwaki. 

This brings the total of 
confirmed cases to 23 since a 
typhoid epidemic, now be¬ 
lieved to be under control, 
started about two weeks ago.

Two other Himalayan ex¬ 
peditions were reported aban¬ 
doned Friday. A Japanese 


team gave up efforts to scale

Shar. 

A radio message from the 
Everest assault team led by 
Don Whillans and Douglas

ing fresh supplies to the two 
lead cliflibers failed to reach 
4hem and that a desperate, 
last-minute attempt by one of 
two Japanese climbers below 
them also failed. 

Neomi Vemura, the mes¬ 
sage said, lugged four 
c y linders of badly-needed 
oxygen to within 200 feet of 
Whillans and Hasten in two 
separate, but abortive tries to 
aid them. In both attempts. 
Uemura. who reached the

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Double Ordination 
Dips Into History 


DUNCAN — Clerical history 
was made at St. John's 
Anglican Church in Duncan 
this week when two men were 
ordained. 

Former newspaper editor, 
William Dobson, 56, and 
Graham Bradshaw, 52, son of 
Archdeacon and Mrs. C. R. 
Bradshaw of Victoria, became 
the first people ordained in 
Duncan. 

The Rt. Rev. R. F. Gartrell. 
Bishop of British Columbia, 
officated in the ceremonies 
Thursday night. 

Bradshaw was a missionary 
in Africa for 10 years, and 
like Dobson, he graduated 
from the Anglican Theological 
College in Vancouver. 

For Dobson, however, the 
move was the beginning of a 
new career. 

Now a deacon, Duncan-born 
Dobson said: “I am quite 
happy to change the printed 
word for the spoken word.” 
He started his newspaper 
career with the Cowichan 
Leader in 1931 as a reporter 
and ended it in 1968 as that 
paper’s editor. Recalling the 
earlier days in Duncan. Dob¬ 
son sadd the area was far 
more British than it is today 
and people used to contribute 


much more written material 
to the paper. 

Drawing a comparison with 
today's "well fed depression'’ 
Dobson said that 40 yean ago 
"many people of means did a 
lot of quiet work** to help 
their more unforhMte con¬ 
temporaries. In 1996 Dobson 
went to Edinburgh University 
and after three years com¬ 
pleted his training with a 
Master of Arts degree. The 
following war years saw the 
young Duncan reporter as a 
member of an air crew with 
the Royal Air Force bomber 
command, first as wireless 
operator and later as squad¬ 
ron signal leader. 

He flew 47 missions and 
after being discharged as a 
night Lieutenant, he returned 
to Duncan in the fall of 1945 
to become news editor of the 
Cowichan Leader. Six years 
later he was promoted to 
editor. For many years Dob¬ 
son recognized the need to 
help people with their many 
different problems. He said "I 
used to have a lot of people 
come into the newspaper 
office and I never had the 
chance to devote more time 
for their problems. 


"I knew that there was a 
lack of personal communica¬ 
tion between the people who 
are in more responsible posi¬ 
tions and the ordinary citi¬ 
zens.’* Dobson explained in 
those years as editor he 
decided that whenever he 
would have the opportunity to 
bridge that gap he would 
grasp It. At first he thought 
to serve with the John 
Howard Society but then 
decided to become a clergy¬ 
man to serve all people.

Deadly Coldstream Spot 

Falls Fence 
May Be Up 

By Weekend

Paul Scheske gets nervous when anyone ventures 
loo close to the top of the Little Niagara Falls preci¬ 
pice in Coldstream provincial park. . 

Unpleasant memories are 
revived. Scheske watched a 
friend. Herbert Otlo Hohaus, 

32, of West Germany, plunge 
over the' 170-foot cliff last 
June 8. 

Frank Pretula. 28. of Mon¬ 
treal, fell to his death at the 
same spot April 20. 

Thursday night. Scheske. 40. 
of 955 Furber. Langford, 
iiognri drilling holes at the top 
of the cliff with a rented 
Itortahle rock drill operated 
by a gas engine. 

With equipment and mate¬ 
rials supplied by the B.C. 
parks branch. Scheske will 
erect a cable fence across the 
top of the falls. 

Scheske's efforts Thursday 
night are the result of a 
campaign he liegan after two 
sightseers plunged to their 
deaths in the canyon in less 
Ilian a year 

He talked over the danger 
posed by the unprotected drop 
at the falls with Recreation 
Minister Ken Kiernan May 12 
and Kiernan agreed some 
kind of protected viewpoint 
should be provided at the top 
of the falls. 

Scheske, during his cam¬ 
paign for guardruils, said lie 
would l»e willing to do the 
work himself if the govern¬ 
ment would provide the mate¬ 
rials. 

In an interview at the falls. 

Scheske said parks director 
R. If Ahrens accompanied 
him to the srte Tuesday night 
to inspect the danger 

While at the top of the 
precipice. Scheske said 
Ahrens unkowingly put him¬ 


self In great danger. 

"(Ahrens) was sort of lean¬ 
ing over the edge and could 
have gone over any time. 

"I was sitting at the top 
and shaking. I didn't want to 
yell because he might have 
been startled. 

"After he saw the edge of 
the waterfall with the moss 
and algae on the rocks, he 
decided it needed fencing right 
away. There's only one way 
to go if you slip, and that's 
down." he said. 

Scheske expects to have the 
fence completed tonight. Con¬ 
struction of the fence will he 
simple. Thursday night, he 
drilled two holes Into each 
side of the top of the canyon. 
Eyelxjlt drift pins will be 
anchored in the holes and two 
steel cables will he tightly 
suspended across the lip of 
the dropoff. 

Reason for urgency of the 
job? Scheske wants the fence 
completed before the Victoria 
Day weekend. 

"I expect a lot of people 
will be going through the area 
then. 

"Most people don't realize 
the danger until it’s too late. 
The same" happened to my 
friend. He had never been in 
the wilderness and was quite 
excited with its beauty." 
£cheske said.

Everest Defeats Torn Expedition 


KATMANDU. Nepal (AP» 
An International expedition 
has given up an attempt to 
scale Mpunt Everest from its 
unconquered southwest face 
after three months of discord, 
illness and death, bad 
weather and lack of supplies. 
A desperate last-minute effort 
by a Japanese climber to 
open a supply route failed. 

A message received by the 
N epalese foreign minister 
Friday said the two British 
climbers in the lead were 


exhausted, though apparently 
well after getting to a point 
1,828 feet from the 29,028-foot 
summit, the world’s highest. 

The decision to abandon the 
expedition was taken by 
James Roberts of Britain, the 
head of the expedition. 

“We do not want to take the 
risk of anybody’s life to get lo 
the top," he said from his 
base camp. 

Two other Himalayan ex-, 
peditions were reported aban¬ 
doned Friday. A Japanese 


team gave up el torts to scale 
the 24,130-foot Gangapuma 
Peak, while an 11-man South 
Korean team waa forced by 
bad weather to end their 
assault on the summit of 
27.500-foot south peak of 
Lhotse; known as Lhotse 
Shar. 

A radio message from the 
Everest assault team led by 
Don WhlHant and Douglas 
Haston blamed the abandon¬ 
ment on "lack of supplies of 
oxygen, food and rope." It 


said two Sherpa guides carry¬ 
ing fresh supplies to the two 
lead climbers failed to reach 
them and that a desperate, 
last-minute attempt by one of 
two Japanese climbers below 
them also failed. 

Neomi Vemura. the mes¬ 
sage said, lugged four 
c y linders of badly-needed 
oxygen to within 200 feet of 
Whillans and Haston in two 
separate, but abortive tries to 
aid them. In both attempts. 
Lemur a, wlw reached die 


summit last year with a 
Japanese expedition, per¬ 
formed the task without using 
any of the oxygen himself, the 
message added. 

Although the summit could 
not be reached, an expedition 
spokesman said, Whillans and 
Haston had reached 27.200 
feel, a record for the treaoh- 
crous southwest face. 

He said the main summit 
assault group of six members 
was faced with a shortage of
